Decaleomnanin Views Can Be Burned
inbhyn New Process,

A new process of applying decalco-
minia pletures upon porceinin or glass
was recently patented by W. Wachter,
of Ilmenau, Germany. He places &
mixture of 40 parts of a & per gent
solution of carbolie acld with on part
of oll of cloves upon the back of the
decalcomania  pleture. Previous 1o
laying the pleture upon the glnss or
porcelaln its surface I8 covered with a
thin layer of stieky lacquer, which af-
ter burning leaves no ashes,

When the decalcomania is applied to
this surface the lncquer prevents the
ploture from slipping, while the back
of the decalcomania i8 rubbed with the
golutlon of carbolle acld and oll of
cloves, As moon n& the paper {s taken
off the article ig placed into the kiin,
where the ploture is burned Inte the
gurface to be ornamented. The lnc-
quer digappenrs absolutely, being burn-
ed away In the oven.
